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Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Board and the Citizens of the Pittsburg 
School District: 


Foreword 


In all probability, the past year has witnessed more 
being attempted by our schools than has ever been done 
before during a like period, to more nearly measure up to 
what has been so voluminously said and written about 
what they should be doing. Yesterday’s concern about the 
overlooked upper quarter, who and how many are doing 
what in what way in Mathematics, Science and Foreign 
Languages, and where and how do we get there in Guid- 
ance, is today being rapidly converted from the expressed 
to the action stage. This transition is taking place at all 
levels, national, state, and local with the last one present- 
ing the initial performance in many instances. Here in our 
own state, ways of challenging marked ability, the use of 
the more effective conversational approach in the teach- 
ing of Foreign Languages enhanced by the use of electronic 
devices, daily broadcasts of educational television programs 
in a number of subject areas, for both elementary and high 
school, and much stepped-up guidance programs are al- 
ready being capitalized upon in a rapidly increasing num- 
- ber of schools. Matching funds made available through the 
National Defense Act for the purchase of materials and 
equipment in certain subject areas at all grade levels have 
contributed not a little in stimulating the action which has 
taken and is taking place. 


It is significant that with the adoption and putting into 
practice of these new ways of presenting subject matter, 
and the utilization of the additional assistance that only a 
greater understanding of the scientific potential about us 
provides, our basic philosophy still remains the same. Al- 
though quality is receiving more attention, quantity has 
not been neglected. The recognition of the need to educate 
everyone up to the level of his ability is still compatible with 
the demand for the best at all levels in education. For, in 
so far as has yet been determined, the indications are that 
superior performance is the product of motivation and 
character as well as of ability. 
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Teachers 


With the scarcity of teachers still continuing, the school 
district is very fortunate to have, with the exception of one, 
all teachers return for the current year. Miss Dorris M. 
Hamlin, who received her training at Nasson College, and 
who has had several years of experience both outside as 
well as in this state, has been employed to fill the position 
which includes Home Economics, Grades 7-12, and General 
Science, Grades 7-8. 


The teachers returning to work with Grades 7-12 with 
respective subjects taught are: Principal, Charles H. Morgan, 
Social Studies; Mrs. Helen Barclay, English, French; Mrs. 
Katherine B. vonDohrmann, Commerce; Stephen E. Dehl, 
Mathematics, Science, Athletics; Raymond P. Stuart, Shop, 
Dramatics; Mrs. May F. Thibeault, English, Mathematics, 
Social Studies. Teachers in the first six grades include Mrs. 
Eva S. Scott, Grades 1-2; Mrs. Junie S. Aldrich, Grades 3-4; 
and Mrs. Doris J. Chappell, Grades 5-6. 


School Nurse—Health 


As has been pointed out many times previously, the 
health services rendered year after year by Mrs. Ethel S. 
Sturgis, school nurse, to help pupils more effectively main- 
tain that state of good health essential to a happy and suc- 
cessful overall school life, bespeaks the magnitude and 
importance of the work done. Clinics, immunizations, phys- 
ical examinations, frequent check-ups on height, weight, 
hearing, and eyesight, and continuous supervision of the 
general health are included in the comprehensive program 
conducted. 


As much as these services contribute to what is accom- 
plished healthwise in our schools, however, one of vital 
importance—dental care—urgently needs to be included. 
A dental clinic would provide an extremely valuable addi- 
tion. 


Enrollment and Attendance 


This year’s total enrollment shows a drop from that of 
the previous year for the first time in seven years. For 
purposes of comparison the number of pupils enrolled in 
Grades 1-8 and 9-12 for this seven year period, beginning 
with the current year, shows respective counts of 113 and 
41, 115 and 62, 102 and 67, 91 and 61, 87 and 49, 97 
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and 40, 89 and 31. Two elementary and eight secondary 
tuition pupils from Clarksville are enrolled at the present 
time. The average percentage of attendance for the past 
year was 93.33 in Grades 1-6; 95.22 in Grades 7-8; and 
96.18 in Grades 9-12. The average number of tardinesses 
per pupil for the same groups was .25, .00, and .24 re- 
spectively. Both the attendance record and the extremely 
small number of tardinesses for the entire school are excel- 
lent. 


Notes on the Budget 


The school board’s budget for 1960-61 is $74,787.00 
of which $73,437.00 is for operational expenses and 
$1,350.00 for an interest payment on the serial note issue 
to finance the construction of the new auditorium-gym- 
nasium. It is to be noted here that funds are available in 
the current year budget, since the serial note funds were 
not received until after July 1, 1959, to make the principal 
and first interest payments of $8,000.00 and $1,500.00 re- 
spectively. The budget for the current year, which includes 
that voted under the special article in the warrant at the 
last district meeting to pay for additional costs incurred 
with the new addition is $81,293.00. With an estimated 
income of $2,400.00 state building aid and $1,600.00 tui- 
tion to make a total of $4,000.00, leaves $70,787.00 to be 
raised by taxes by the town. 


Auditorium-Gymnasium 


With the new 62’ x 100’ brick veneer over cinder block 
steel frame auditorium-gymnasium and its connecting 20’ 
x 60’ lobby to the classroom section of the building for all 
practical purposes completed, the school district has a facil- 
ity of which it can justly be proud. Providing as it does a 
basketball court 60’ x 80’ with adjacent dressing rooms, 
showers and toilets in the lobby; a stage 18’ x 30’ with 
dressing rooms on each side; and public toilet accommoda- 
tions at the entrance to the lobby, this well lighted and 
beautifully decorated addition is going to be of material 
assistance in conducting the various group activities of the 
school as well as for athletic contests. 


After not making much progress in conferences with 
representatives from different architectural firms, in de- 
termining what could and should be constructed with the 
funds voted at the annual district meeting last March, the 
school board and building committee members are to be 
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commended for what has been accomplished in a relatively 
short period of time. Much credit is due the general con- 
tractor, Lawrence V. Moren, who also designed the build- 
ing, and to Isaac Brown who planned and did the plumbing 
and heating. It was only through the persevering efforts of 
these men during a period when it was both difficult and 
appreciably more expensive to obtain materials, especially 
steel, that the structure was brought to the present stage 
of near completion. 


Equipment 


Several new items of equipment have been added dur- 
ing the past year for use in the sheet metal course now 
conducted in the School Shop Program. Included in the 
purchases were a rotary machine, box and pan brake, 
roller, soldering furnace, spot welder, and a number of 
special tools and devices used in connection with the work. 


In addition to what has been listed above, a new mime- 
ograph was purchased for the Commerce Department; 
microscopes for use in teaching the Physical Sciences; chair 
and desk units to equip another classroom; folding chairs, 
electrical basketball scoreboard and basketball backboard 
for new auditorium-gymnasium; cooking cabinets for the 
Home Economics Department; and miscellaneous articles 
needed for instructional purposes. The district is fortunate, 
also, in having a second electric range furnished by the 
Public Service Co. of N. H., free of charge, so that two of 
these ranges are now available for the cooking classes. 


Miscellaneous 


The cooperation of the janitor, teachers, pupils, and 
school lunch operator during the past several months with 
construction work in progress while school was in session, 
and which it is fully realized has resulted in more difficult 
working conditions, is appreciated. 


The school district was very fortunate in having Mrs. 
Marjorie Chappell continue with the instrumental music 
instruction and work with the band for the balance of the 
past year after Lynwood Peck was unable to continue. It 
is very much hoped that it will be possible for her to re- 
sume this extremely important and much needed instruc- 
tional work in our school. 


As the large number of pupils taking advantage of the 
School Lunch Program continues year after year, the popu- 
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larity of this school activity which plays a very important 
part in the building of school morale becomes ever more 
apparent. Much credit is due the operator, Mrs. Helen A. 
Foote, for all that she is doing in contributing to the success 
of this program. 


Conclusion 


May | again express my thanks to the members of the 
School Board, parents, teachers, and citizens for all the 
help and cooperation received as we have worked together 
in an effort to provide good schools. It is only with the 
assistance of you all that high standards can be achieved 
and maintained.
